This catalog offers a long list comprising the loveliest irises and daylilies which 
have yet been introduced and tested. Included are the newest of the new and all of 
the older varieties which were deemed worthy enough for a place on this list. There 
are hundreds of old varieties which we do not list because they are no longer good 
enough to offer our customers. These have been superseded by the more beautiful 
ones which we now offer at equally moderate prices.

We have had to be severely brief, in our descriptions, because of space limitations, 
but we have tried to be factually honest and to avoid confusing you with a lot of 
ballyhoo. Besides, there are no words which can, adequately, describe these modern 
flowers. They are beautiful beyond the powers of expression, bewildering in their 
endless variations of coloring, charming in the graceful and artistic posing of their 
blossoms, and delightfully fragrant in subtle variations of scent. 

Best of all, perhaps, they are among the easiest flowers for the unskilled gardener 
to grow to perfection, and they yield generous and ever-continuing dividends in the 
form of increase.

The third list is the poll of judges of the American Iris Society, annually compiled by 
the prominent irisarian, Kenneth D. Smith. The fourth list is our own. Differences 
of climate, soil, season, personal preferences, and lack of acquaintanceship with com- 
peting varieties, all enter into this selection and if you were doing the selecting your- 
self it is quite likely that you would award stars to varieties not now represented and 
take some away from others.

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EARLY BLOOMING INTERMEDIATE IRIS 


If you have been growing only the tall-bearded varieties of iris, the time will 
come when you will wish that you could stretch the season out longer. There IS a 
way to extend the iris season and the way to do it is—BACKWARD. 

... To really begin at the beginning you should have some dwarf iris, which start to 
bloom a month or so before the tall-bearded. But our purpose, on this page, is to 
interest you in the early-blooming intermediates. It is necessary to stress the term 
“early-blooming” because of the confusion which has resulted from also using the 
designation “intermediate” in describing a low growing tall-bearded iris. The latter is 
not a true intermediate except in relation to height. ; 

The EARLY BLOOMING INTERMEDIATES are, generally speaking, the result 
of crossing dwarfs with tall bearded varieties and such hybrids are between the two 
in size, height and blooming season. Their height is between 16 and 28 inches and 
they have an unusual vivid clearness of coloring, altho the color range is much 
more limited than among the later flowering tall-bearded varieties. 

The intermediates are doubly valuable because they bloom at a period when there 
is a definite lull in the garden. Daffodils and spring-flowering shrubs are through 
blooming and altho tulips bloom at this time, these are not happy everywhere and 
inclined to die out. Intermediate iris, on the other hand, have rugged constitutions 
and are generous in the profusion of bloom. The culture is the same as that of the 
tall-bearded. 

As an extra dividend, some of these intermediates bloom again in the fall, if 
conditions are favorable, which implies that the plants are not allowed to become 
crowded, that moisture has been sufficient for new growth and that the fall tempera- 
tures hold favorable for this second crop of flowers.

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What Constitutes a Good Iris? 


For the benefit of those who are newly interesting themselves in iris, we would 
like to repeat, briefly, the qualities considered desirable in these flowers. 

Color, altho the most important and most instantly appreciated quality in a 
flower, is not by itself, the final measure of iris worth. 

Besides clarity or richness of color we want a bloom with good form, standards 
firm and held in closed position at the top, or nearly so, and in pleasing proportion to 
the falls, which may flare or droop, but which should not be narrow waisted. 

The bloom should be large enough to match the length of stem which, for tall- 
bearded iris should be thirty inches or more. A small flower on a tall stem looks 
“leggy” and a huge flower on a short stem looks “dumpy.” 

Stems should be branched low and wide so that flowers do not crowd, and they 
should be strong enough to resist drooping from the weight of the flowers or toppling 
because of wind or weather. The texture) and substance of petals are important, too. 
Whether silky, velvety, smoothly enameled, crisply starched or informally ruffled, the 
substance of the petals should be tough and durable enough to withstand sun and 
wind and remain fresh-looking for a reasonable length of time. Colors should not 
fade too easily in the sun, nor spot too readily from drops of moisture. 

Some irises are temperamental. To be generally acceptable an iris should per- 
form well in different sections of the country and be winter-hardy. Unfortunately, 
some of the loveliest sorts originating in California are not hardy in Northern winters 
and many of the most beautiful varieties of the Middle West and East are complete 
failures in California. Quite frequently rhizomes from regions of wide seasonal dif- 
ferences will require an extra year to adjust themselves to the change before bloom- 
ing. 

Rhizomes which are well grown will be more likely to bloom the first year than 
those which are not well-grown.
